Work ol drilling in the Keystone 
well, southeast of Decatur, confutes 
slowly, a hard, 2 4-foot rock having 
been encountered. 
It is reported 
that the drill has been in this rock 
for several days, with about eight 
feet more to drill. 
When this rock 
is passed, it is believed that only a 
few days’ drilling will be required 
to bring the drill to the depth of the 
old hole, where the best pay sand, 
so drillers and geologists say, ever 
seen in Texas was hit. 
Just as the 
drill hit this sand in the original 
hole the casing was damaged and 
jammed the well for several hundred 
feet. 
After much work and expense 
to clear the hole, it was decided to 
drill around the obstruction, which 
was about four hundred feet above 
the bottom. 
This was done under 
the supervision of the Milton broth­ 
ers, anti good progress was made un­ 
til the drill hit the 2 4-foot rock. 
The sand taken from the bottom 
of the original hole has been sub­ 
mitted to oil sand experts from all 
sections of the country, who have 
been brought here bv operators, and 
these experts unhesitatingly say the 
sand is the best they have seen in 
the state. 
It is estimated that the 
Keystone’s production will run into 
thousands of barrels when the drill 
goes just a few feet below the depth 
reached when tilt well was damag­ 
ed. 
The fact that the drilling of the 
Keystone has been fraught with ma­ 
ny mishaps and accidents, some of 
our local “oil experts” have taken 
cold feet, and a few declare no oil 
will be found in the Keystone.

CURRENCY FORMS 
WILL BE CHANGED 


„ 
The government soon will radi­ 
cally change the form of its paper 
money which has remained unaltered 
almost since the foundation of the 
republic. 
This was learned 
from 
treasury officials at Washington dis­ 
cussing the plans. 
Several reasons dictate the change, 
it is stated. 
First 2s that of econo­ 
my. 
The paper which is used be­ 
cause of a secret process in the pos­ 
session of the Crane Paper Mills of 
Dalton, Massachusetts, is onlx oo- 
lainable at a high cost. 
The process, which was perfected 
under the direction of former Sena­ 
tor W. Murray Crane, late owner of 
the mills, is said to weave silk thread 
in the paper in such a manner as to 
defy successful imitation. 
The new plans are to secure Ave 
notes from a sheet of the costly pa­ 
per instead of four as at present. 
This at least will be the rule in the 
case of bills of small denomination, 
which constitute the most numerous 
issues. 
Another reason for the change, as 
explained by a treasury official, is 
wholly pratical. 
He said: 
“The bills in circulation are really 
adapted only to persons of long 
hands and long fingers. 
A shorter 
and smaller note will be more easily 
counted by tellers, cashiers and all 
who hare to handle large sums of 
money. 
“I believe the change will work a 
great economy and serve a useful 
purpose as w ell.” 
Additional safeguards again coun­ 
terfeiting constitute another reason 
for the decision to issue new notes. 
While it has not been definitely de­ 
cided, the suggestion is being consid­ 
ered that bills of different denomina­ 
tions be issued in varying sizes. 
Such a scheme, it is pointed out, 
will make iti mpossible to successful­ 
ly raise a $2 note to $20 or a $200 
one as has been accomplished in the 
past. 
The complete revision of the plates 
made necessary by the change also 
will afford an opportunity to intro­ 
duce safeguards against counterfeit­ 
ing which have been recently devel- 
« oped, officials explained. 
& • Other changes contemplated are 
r «he use of distinctive backs for such 
denomination of alii ssues and the 
placing of the legends required by 
law on the face of the notes and not 
on the back as at present. 
To foreigners who do not read 
English the decision to indicate de­ 
nominations in large colored numer­ 
als will be a welcome change.

stronger than eigaretts,” read the 
London report. 
“Smoking among 
women, the tobacconists say, is great­ 
ly increasing, and e«any of them are 
using pipes.”

are in direct w ire com m unication w ith 
Moscow an d Petrograd. 
“W e have a good deal of m oney on 
hand, unused in connection w ith ‘a n ­ 
sw er prepaid* cablegram s from A m er­ 
ica arni elsew here to Moscow and o th ­ 
er R u ssian points," said an official of 
the R ig a telegraph d e p a rtm en t. “T ele­ 
gram s by th*' hundreds h ave been sent 
in to R ussia w ith an sw er prepaid, but 
very few of th e an sw ers have come."

Wom­

b ut how often, for how long, is an 
adored figure at our sides? H ow many 
perfect m om ents has a m an in the long 
m on th s of his life? 
Not enough to dis 
organize him, and still, a t hest, enough 
to m ak e th e other possible. 
Novels 
p e rp e tu a te those mom ents, call back 
th eir flame into minds grow n worn 
and tepid, kindle them again, as bright 
and sedu ctiv e as ever, in m inds sick 
and disintegrating. 
Such a resource 
should be strictly held to Its purpose 
and value, unshorn Fly nim ble, w hite 
and pred acio u s fingers.—Jo sep h Her- 
gesh elm er In the Yale R eview .

tor to E g b e rt’s son, E th elw u lf, under 
whom he w as made bishop. 
H e was 
a devoted builder of churches, an d a 
m an of unusual piety and hum ility. H e 
also built tile bridge at th e e a s t side 
of W inchester. 
He died in 862 and 
was burled in th e churchy ard of W in­ 
ch ester. 
having asked, s a y s W illiam 
M alm sbury, to be laid w here “passers­ 
by 
iiiiLet11 
tre ad 
on lits grave, 
and 
where th*' rain from the eaves m ight 
fall on it.” 
It w as folded th a t lie 
perform ed 
many 
m iraculous 
cures 
after his death, and, altho ug h never 
regularly canonized, be w as tra n sla te d 
with g re a t ceremony on J u ly 15, 971, 
and received his title o f sain t on his 
transition, when his rem ains w ere de­ 
posited In the cathedral'. 
It is said, 
though u n fortu nately not by eontempo- 
rary chroniclers, th at th is tran slatio n 
was delayed in consequence of violent 
rains. 
H ence, the still c u rre n t belief 
th a t if it rain s on July 15, St. Swith- 
in’s d a y . it will continue to rain for 
40 days.
